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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention relates to a chip carrier and an electronic package for a high-frequency 
electronic device. Specifically, the Application claims a chip carrier comprising a first 
conductive layer having at least one signal track and at least one contact area, said 
contact area being electrically connected to said signal track and adapted 
for transmitting a high-frequency signal; and a reference structure including a first 
conductive reference track insulated and spaced from said first conductive layer, said 
first conductive reference track having a first portion and a second portion spacedly 
positioned from said first portion, and a second conductive reference track insulated 
from said first conductive layer and said first conductive reference track, a portion of 
said second ' conductive reference track spaced between said first conductive layer and 
said first conductive reference track, said signal track substantially overlying said portion 
of said second conductive reference track, and said contact area substantially overlying 
said first portion of said first conductive reference track, said signal track 
being electrically shielded by said reference structure. Claim 13 also recites a 
semiconductor chip on said carrier being interconnected to said at least one contact 
area. 
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The specific disposition of the conductive layers with respect one another, as 
recited in the claims, in combination with all other limitations in the claims make up for a 
device that is neither obvious over nor anticipated by the prior art of record. Therefore, 
the claims are hereby found allowable.
